Ercat emergency, receive equal consid-
eration? The Regulnr officer makes
| military service a profession, his life-
'wark: the volunteer officer abandons
his regular voeation, sacrifices his busi-
ness and hig prospects in a grent corisig,
and when he has serveéd his country in
her dayvs of peril and relieved her mis-
| fortunes he réturns to civil life to begin
;'n new career, and, like the privare sol-
| dier, finds himself deorived of his form-
| er strength and vigor, unable to cope|
twith his new competitors who fill the
professions and occupy the fields of in-
dustry, all owing to the hardships, ex-
posur and privations suffered In the
serviece.  And, further, is it not a fact!
that the vast majority of officers in the!
volunteer service, nearly all of them,
were men who first enlisted as privates
and won promotion by their merits?
Pardon me for miking my own case as
an illustration. 1 enlisted as a private
on April 8 1841, under President Lin-
coln’s first call far 75,000 men., 1 was
then a bay not yvet 18 vears of age. 1
served as a private in Co. I2, 16th Ohlo,
and as such performed all the duties
assigned to and expected of us. 1
drilled, dld guard duty, stocd plcke:,
deploved upon the skirmish line and
participsated in the first engagements
(I'll not ecall them battles) of the war,
Phillippi, June 3; Laurel Hlills, June
7-8; Carrick’s Ford, July 14, 1881,
where the Confederate General, Robert
Garnoetr, was killed, the first General
of the war to lose his life. All this took
place before the first battle of Bull Run
was fought, and I was “in it" as a pri-
vate in the ranks, with my knapsack
on my back and a Belglan rifle in my
hande. We served ont the time of our
enlistment, thres months, and a month
longer. Then we were relieved by the
new threc-vear men, who came out
under the second eall. We returned to
Ohio and were discharged. We re-
celved our pay &t the rate of $i1 per
month, four 310 gold pleces and the
balance In silver. Most of the boys re-
enligted, some In the artillery, some In
the cavalry and some in the infantry.
I don't know but all of them re-enlist-
ed, and all of them who survived, as
far 8s I know the facts, became com-
missioned othcers before the war closed.
Judging by myself, none of them had
any thought or hope of ever being an
officer, for they realized that they were
not trained for soldiers much less for
officers. 1 certainly did not aspire to
nnd did not dream of such & thing as
being an officer. I was content to re-
enlist as & private jim Co. F, T4th Ohio
There was not an officer of this regi-
ment who had seen . any service when 1
enliested In it. bur from the fact that -1
had been in the first three months' ser-
viwe and having consequently had some
experience in drill and discipline, my
Captain, Walter Crook, elder brother
of him who afterwards became the dis-
tingulshed Maj.-Gen. George Crook, ap-
pointed me Bergeant, and set me to
drilling .the eompany. This was the
first recognition 1 had ever received
and the grentest homor that could have
been conferred upon me. For the first
time in my life my boyish ambition
wis aroused, and 1 then resolved that
by example and conduct and strict at-
tention to Auwty 1 would achleve still
higher honora. In Januvary, 15862, I was
promoted to Lieutenant by the choice
of the company. who were permitted to
mike their own selection from among
their number. At the battle of Stone
River, Dec. 21, 1862, I was very se-
verely wounded, but on recovery re-
turned to duty. For my conduct In
this battle my name was placed upon
the “Roll of Honor” In the Army of the
Cumberland, under General Order No.
19, lissued by Gen. Rosecrans, com-
manding. In December, 1883, after the
battics of Chickamauga, Lookout Moun-
taln and Mission Ridge had been fought
and while camping at Chattanooga, our
regiment (all exeepting about 20 men)
re-enlisted as veterans, and the Cuoloael
(Jorlah Given) appointed me Adjntant.
On the Atlanta eampalgn T was again
wounded at Buzzard Roost Mountaln,
May 8, 1864, while at the side of the
Colonel, as the regiment was advancing
on the Confederates, who were pouring
cnnister, shells and rifle balls into our
ranke. While lying In the fleld hospl-
tal between life and death A& communi-
cation was given me, an official docu-
ment. What could it be? I hadn't the
remotest idea, for why sghould anyonc
wish to communleate with me in my
helpless and almost hopeless condition?
With feeble, trembling hands I opened
the envelope. It was my commission
ns Caprain, for which my brave and
noble Colonel had recommended me to
Gov, Brough, “not as a compliment, but
for meritorious sarvices parformed.” It
wits 4 greap surprise to me and most
gratifying, giving me new courage and
hape, for 1 had almost despilred of
ever entering the fleld again; in fact, so
critical was my condition that I was not
expacled to survive. The nurses told
me so, and a member of my regiment
who called to gee me asked If he should
send my body back to Ohio, when I re-
plied: “No; bury e here with the rest
of our bova'" But I was voung, just
21, pure-blooded, a country boy. Again
I recovered and refoined ““the bhoys'
after Atlanta had fellen and the batties
of Franklin and Nashville had been
fought. Before the war closed I was
conimigsioned Major in the same regi-
ment in which 1 énlisted and served as
) private.

1 give these personal details of my
own career in the army, not 1o boast of
my services nor to appenr on dress pa-
rade, 1 have arrived at that time in
life when the old man s looking toward
the seiting sun.

Editor Natfonal Tribune: T was taken
prisoner at the pattle of Bull Run, and
taken to Richmond, and with about 75
other officers confined §n Libhey, then
taken to Tuecaloosa, Ala., and to Salis-
bury, N. C".. having been a prisoner 13
maonths before being exchanged, While
in Richmond, on Nov. 10, 1881, J .P.
Benfamin, rebel Sceretary of War, with
Gen, John H: Winder und severa] mem-
bers of his staff, glittering in gold braid,
entered the prison, and, calling us to-
Reéther, said he had nan unpleasant duty
to perform. He was ordered to choose
by lot 14 officers, to be placed in jail
n8 hostage for the 14 men of the rehel
pirate Savannah, who were captured
by our navy. He said if these men
were hung, as was proposed, those se-
lected on this occasion would suffer a
like fate.

Among the names drawn was that of
Capt. McQuade, then in hospiral, hav-
Ing lost a leg in the barttle.
name was announeed Instantly Capt.
Thomas Cox, of the 28 Kv., exclaimed:
“WillL.vou hang a wounded man? Take
me, I'm his renk.” No braver deed
was ever done than that.

The 14 men selected were led away
to close confinement. Our Government
later concluded to regard the Savannah
captives as prisoners of war, and our
comrades were returned to vs. I should
